LaGuardia Backs It 
It was put forward by the Na­ 
tional Conference of Mayors, head­ 
ed by Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuar- 
j dia of New York.

Green’s story is that it would 
permit the punishment of legiti­ 
mate strikers, as saboteurs,

The Mayor’s Conference isn’t ac­ 
cused of malice in the matter: cer­ 
tainly nobody could suspect Fiorel- 
1 lo H. LaGuardia of unfriendliness 
to labor.
